CITIZEN IN CAR 


Danville Man Shot at Five Times and Wounded 


Twice by Patrolman Cook Seeking Auto 
Hold-Up At Early Hour Sunday Morning. 
Officer Suspended Pending Investigation— 
Both Versians Given. 


NO BOND REQUIRED OF COOK. 


Chief of Police Bell announced late this morning that 


Police Officer 0. T. Cook has been suspended from duty 
pending an investigation of the shooting of R. A.^Benton, 
that he has been served with a warrant charging felonious 
assault. 
No bond was required but Cook was told ver- 


bally to appear before the police commission at 2:30 
o'clock tomorrow. The warrant will later come up in the 
police court. 


Robert A. Beaton, member of a prominent Danville fam- 


ily and travelling salesman for an Ohio casket manufacturer, 
was shot and painfully wounded before daylight on Sunday 
morning on Jefferson street, in front of Green Street Park 
by Police Officer 0. T. Cook, who emptied a .38 calibre revol- 
ver at the automobile driven by Benton after the latter had 
failed to halt. 
Benton declared that he did not see the offi- 


cer 'flag" him and heard no command to halt. Cook says that 
he ran out into the street an dwaved him to halt being on the 
look-out for an alleged hold-up and car thief of whom warn- 
ing had been given to the police earler on Saturday night. 


Bentin was shot through the fleshy part of the left arm, 


the ateel-jacketed ball passing through the member and then 
penetrating his left hand on the steering wheel. 
His injury 


while painful is not considered serious.. The principle be- 
hind the shooting is being widely commented on today and 
there is earnest talk about the reckless use of firearms by the 
police. 


Benton retained presence of mind enough to seek Imme- 


diate medical attention. Bleeding profusely from his injury 
he drove to the General Hospital about a block away from the 
place he was shot and the nurse on duty gave emergency 


- treatment, stemming the flow of blood. 
He later went to 


Jthe office of a physician where further treatment wa* given. 


Salient points in the aftermath of the shooting are: 
The failure to suspend Officer Cook, pending an investi- 


gation and his resumption of duty throughout Sunday. Until 


o'clock this morning no warrant had been formally issued 


-e-inst Cook, although one had been issued against Benton 
charging him with speeding. 
A warrant had been filled out 


against Cook charging him with felonious assault but at ten 
o'clock this morning it was invalid in that it had not been 
signed by the mayor—this thirty hours after the shooting.

One of the latest patents which 


came to light is that of Prof. Dr. Stau- 
ber 
of the famous Charlotteiberi; 


Technical "High School"—one of the 
foremost scientific colleges in Ger- 
many—for a gas turbine meeting ob- 
jections which scientists have been 
seeking for years to overcome. 
Prof Stauber asserts his machine 
has the advantage of going away with 
bulky, costly auxiliary apparatus ne- 
cessary* in steam sturbines and en- 
gines, that it makes possible a more 
economical use of oil or coal than in 
other machines: and that it develops 
a heretofore unreached motive power 
in gas machines. 
The principal used is the applica- 


tion of gas into compartments 
in 


which there are water cells. Stauber 
has succeeded in combining the use 
of gas and water -without too great a 
loss of warm and energy and has also 
succeeded in making the cells in such 
form that they can stand the wear 
and tear of heavy revolutions. 
Heretofore it has been impossible to 


get successful results from gas, since 
superheating occurred, rendering the 
machmerv useless in a short time 
Stauber asserts that this difficulty is 
overcome by the use of his water ap 
paratus, and that the latter has been 
°o perfected that it is quite workable 
' A report on his apparatus has been 
submitted to the technical departmen 
of the American embassy here.

black, <vhlte and red flag is flying 
from most of the staffs, only one 
republican standard being' hoisted. 


Recently when flags were ordered 


half-masted In mourning over the 
Joss of Upper Silesia, a striking dis- 
play was seen. 
The State Opera 


House flew the former Prussian royal 
war banner bearing a great cross: 
•the museum hoisted no colors what- 
ever; the University of Berlin, which 
was instructed by the Prussian min- 
istry that the 
Prussian flag should 


be hoisted on one of its two staffs 
and the republican banner on the 
other, chose to display two Prussian 
standards.

In some quarters the lack of dls-

CINCINNATI, June 24.—(By the 


Asoclateil 1'ress.)—Adoption of a pro- 
grnm calllgn for non-partisan politi- 
cal campaign this fall to elect the 
fricndu of org andzlleorab 
friends of organized labor, and un 
overwhelming defeat o.f the radical 
forces that favored recognition of the 
Russian soviet government marked 
bhe'closlnff rie?!»lon today of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor convention. 


Labor's political stand was adopted 


without discussion, including a resolu- 
tion calling on all union men nad 
women to enter more actively into 
politics -with the purpose of ultimate- 
ly controlling.the machinery of our 
national government by capturing the 
Republican and Democratic parties, 
but the Russian question stirred up 
spirited debate that was ended only on 
account of the parliamentary maneuv. 
ering of yesterday having shut off the 
flood of oratory." 
The declaration acainst the,soviet 


was the third taken by the federation 
and was a victory for the administra- 
tion forces led by President Gompers, 
who in a formal statement tonight de- 
clared the action on the Russian ques- , 
tion was of "especial 
significance 


because "not a single local union has 
been overlooked by the propagandists 
for soviet brutality and autocracy. 
The federation's political campaign, 


as favored by a committee report that 
was adopted, provided that the general 
conduct of the campaign should be 
left to the executive committee of the 
federatio'n. 
As a supplement of the 
report was a resolution, introduced by., 
the Shawnep (Oklahoma) trades as- i 
sembly, which was adopted, calling 
Cor all union men and w,pnien to be- 
come mar_e active in the precinct, 
county, Stats and national conventions 
of the two big political parties. 


Aside from the political and the 


Russian questions, the convention dis- 
posed of a mass of miscellaneous busi. 
neks in a hurried fashion. 
For the ( 
seventh time, the claim of jurisdiction j 
of the glass workers over the making ! 
of molds for glass containers was af- j 
firmed by the convention, the 
de- j 


cision being against the machinists. ; 
A promise of financial aid to strik- 
ing textile workers and quarrymen 
was held out by the executive council 
being directed to make a general ap- 
peal for voluntary contributions. The 
council wa» also directed to investi- 
gate the patent laws of foreign c-jun- 
tries and take such action it ,might 
deem necessary to stimulate American 
production under all patents. 


T\vc congressmen were praised by 


the adoptioa of a committee report, 
which said they had "tlwarted a 
scheme of reactionaries in the House 
of Representative to appropriate mon. 
ey for the department of justice to 
prosecute, or rather persecute, labor 
and farmers under the anti-trust act." 
These congressmen were Representa- 
tive Nolan, Republican, California, 
and Representative Johnson, Demo- 
crat, Kentucky and the convention 
voted an expression of thanks for their 
work. 
Efforts by organized laber to join 


hands with the farmers for mutual 
benefit was approved by the conven-
